ISRAEL PLANES 
DOWN TWO MiGs

Israeli planes shot down 
two Egyptian Mig-21 
fighter bombers over the 
Mediterranean in an air 
battle at noon yesterday. 
The incident took place some 


40 kilometres from the shore, re- 
portedly, north-north-east of Port 
2 


The Army Spokesman sald ali the 
Israeli planes returned safely to 
base, and the two Egyptian pilots 
were seen parachuting into the sea. 
He gave no further details. 


It was the first such air battle 


since the cease-fire went into effect 
22 months ego. 

The Israeli planes were on rou- 
tine patrol when the Ngyptian 
Planes appeared. A military source 
was quoted as telling UPI: “The 
Egyptians came at our planes and 
swung in behind We didn't wait 
for them to open fire.” 

There were no reports last night 
about the fate of the two Egyptian 
pilots or efforts to rescue them 
from the sea. 


Mig-21 pilots “are equipped with 


, life jackets which they ere sup- 


posed to inflate after ejection from 
the plane and after opening their 
parachutes, If the jackets are in- 
flated before ejection, they are rip- 
ped to pleces as the pilot is blasted 
from the plane. 

The jeckets also have red flash- 
ers on the shoulder to facilitate 


identification in the water. These 
’ flashers can be turned off manually, 

if the pilot fears he will be seen 
by enemy rescue units. The Migs, 

when flying over sea, are also 
usually equipped with one-man Hife- 
boats which eject with the pilot. 

At high altitudes there is always 
. @ danger that a pilot may lose con- 
sclousness on bailing out, and thus 
not be able to inflate the life 
jacket before hitting the sea. Once 
in the water, entangled in his 
chute, floating ‘becomes difficult. 

Yesterday's battle brings to 114 
the number of Egyptian pianes shot 
down since the Six Day War. Of 
these 69 were Mig-2is. 

The last previous encounter took 
place on July 30. 1970, eight days 
before the cease-fire began. Four 
Mig-21ls were downed then over 
the Suez Canal. 

Last September 11 an Israch 
@round gunner shot down 8 Sukhol-7 
that overflew Israeli positions along 
the Cans]. Six days later the Egyp- 
tians retaliated by shooting down en 
Israeli Stratocruiser, killing all 18 
persons aboard. 

After the loss of the Sukhoi in 
September, the Egyptians stopped 
trying to make -sbort incursions 
over Sinai. It is believed the three 
cases in which Mig-23s overflew 
Sinai involved Russian pilots. 

Former Air Force chief Aluf 
{Res.) Ezer Welzman told The 
Post's Ya'acov Friedler in Haifa 
that the downing of the two Migs 
proved Israel's continued superiority 
over the Egyptian pilots, and that 
Sinai 15 of supreme importance for 
the air force defence of Israel, 


“What is important is that the 
two Migs were downed near Port 
Said and not sear Tel Aviv or 
Ashkelon, This shows how impor- 
tant Sinal is for our defence.

Lithuanian 
burns self 
to death 


MOSCOW (AP). — \Another youth 
thas burned himself to death and 
some 200 young people are in jail 
awaiting trials In the aftermath of 
two days of rioting that shook So- 
viet Lithuania last month, Lithuan- 
jan sources reported yesterday. 
The pitched street fighting in the 
city of Kaunas on May 18-19 in- 


volved several thousand youths who- 


shouted “freedom for Lithuania” 
and huried sticks and stones at 
policemen and paratroopers called 
into action to put them down. 

The rioters, most between the 
ages of 16 and 24, took to the 
streets during the funeral of Roman 
Kalanta, a 20-year-old nightschool 
student who poured gasoline over 
himself in a Kaunas Park and set 
himself afire, dying 12 hours later. 

The sources reported yesterday 
that another youth, apparently in- 
spired by Kalanta, burned .himself 
to death about 10 days ago in the 
smali town of Varena in south-east 
Lithuania, 80 kms. south ὁ fthe Li- 
thuanian capital, Vilnius. 

‘The informants could not provide 
the youth’s name or age, but they 
said he climbed’ to the roof of one 
of the few four-story buildings in 
Varena, poured, gasoline over his 
body, set himself afire and then 
Jumped to the ground. They said 
he died four days later.

Asian socialists 
feel satisfied

Socialist parties — among them 
Israel’s Minister of Police Shiomo 
ἘΠΕῚ — left Singapore at the end 
of last month well satisfied with 
the outcome of the Asian Socialist 
International. 

Their general feeling wag that a 
real need — and e sound basis — 
exists for practical cooperation be- 
tween the Asian socialist parties. 
Although only two of the parties 
— those of Israel and Singapore — 
are in office at present, several 
others are forces to be reckoned 
with in thelr countries. Mr. Kirk's 
New Zealand Socialist Party ts con- 
fident of toppling the present gov- 
ernment at the next elections; the 
Australian Socialist Party ts an old- 
established and strong movement; 
the Japanese Social Democrats are 
in effect the main opposition party 
in Tokyo (another, smaller Japanese 
socialist party was also represented 
at Singapore}; and the socialists in 
Indonesia and Mataysia, though care- 
fully supervised by their respective 
governments, could also come to the 
fore if and when political pressures 
im their countries are relaxed. 


Inspiration 

The strength of the Asian social- 
ist parties, Mr. Hillel says, is their 
ability to rise above ethnic, religious 
or sectarian interests. Their source 
of inspiration and admiration is 
Singapore, where Chinese, Malays, 
Indians and several other races live 
together harmoniously and coope- 
rate to create a viable and econo- 
mically progressive society. With 
the International being held in Sin- 
8apore, the delegates were able to 
see for themselves just how much 
Singapore hag achieved: Mr. Hillel 
says it was genuinely impressive. 

Israel, too, is admired among 
Asian socialists for the pluralistic, 
state~plus-private enterprise econo- 
my which its socialist party, in of- 


flee for an unbroken quarter of 8 
century, has been able to develop.

The Israel delegation came to Sin- 
Bapore with the offer of a summer 
seminar, to be held in Israel next 
year, where other Asian socialists 
could study Israel’s economic pattern 
from close at hand. A Permanent 
Secretariat, established at the Sin- 
gapore International (with Zvi Har- 
mor of the Histadrut as one of its 
deputy chairmen) fs now consider- 
Ing the offer. 


Attiinde to Israel 


The Internationalist ideologies of 
the Asian socialist parties, unfetter- 
ed by ethnic or religious biazes, are 
characterized, Mr. Hillel notes, by 
their attitude to Israel and the Mid- 
dle East conflict. The Indonesian and 
Malaysian socialists for example, al- 
though Mosiems, are not for that 
Teason pro-Arab and anti-Israel, The 
International passed a unanimous 
call to settle all conflicts on the 
Asian continent by negotiations be- 
tween the parties concerned. Mr. 
Hillel sees this ag an acceptance 
of Israel’s stand on face-to-face talks 
with the Arabs. 

It would be wrong, however, to 
suppose that the “conflict in West 
Agia,” as the Arab-Israel dispute 
was referred to at Singapore, was 8 
predominant or even major issue 
at the International, The Asian so- 
οἰ δἰ are far more concerned about 
the Vietram war and the dangers 
it holds of Great Power domination 
οὐ independent Asian states. The 
question of nuclear tests in the Pa- 
cific, of which we hear solittle in 
Israel, takes on more alarming pro- 
portions the further east one tra- 
vels, Mr. Hillel says. 

The dangers of totalitarianism was 
another theme to which the Inter- 
national devoted much time. Some of 
the Asian socialist parties — that of 
South Vietnam for example — were 
noc even invited to the Singapore 
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International, since Ht waa clear they 
would not be able to come. 

The International took the form 
of two rounds of discussions: first, 
each head of delegation spoke on 
wider international political prob- 
lems, and then again on questions 
of economics and development. 

Mr. Hillel (who stepped in at the 
last moment for Premier Golda Meir 
— her aame still appeared on the 
programme) devoted his first 
speech to a general review of Is- 
rael's political position in the Middle 
East. He traced the history of co- 
lonfalist greed and incursions into 
this region over the past century, 
ending with the current manifesta- 
tion — the Russian attempt at 
hegemony. He explained the impor- 
tance of the Tiran Straits for Is- 
ταῦ trade with Asia and Africa, 
and felt that this was well received 
and well understood. 


Economic debate 


In the economic debate, led off by 
Singapore's Lee Kwan Yu, al] the 
speakers stressed the need for work- 
ers’ movements to feel a responsi- 
bility for the general economic pro- 
gress of their country, rather than 
simply advancing their own narrow- 
er interests. Many speakers took the 
Israel Labour Movement as an 
example of a movement which had 
undertaken national responsibilities 
— and fulfilled them. 

The Asian International has not al- 
ways been so successful. In fact, two 
frevious attempts at socialist bro- 
therhood on the continent ended in 
abysmal failure. In 1954 in Burma, 
and again in 1956 in India, delegates 
went away feeling they had achiev- 
ed nothing, that unity was a mirage. 
Fourteen years passed before the 
Asian socialists found the will to 
try agen. Among the parties fallen 
by the wayside were the Indians 
— i their wounds after the 
recent election debacle — and the 
Ceylonese.

small inheritance which would have 
ibeen 8 great help to her, especial- 
ἢν as her health 1s not good and 
she finds it difficult to work. 

The money would πᾶνε been a 
great help, but the coat of buying 
8 burial plot and a smail stone 
took most of it. These prices were 
113,500 for a plat and 111,000 for 
Β small stone at the Har Hame- 
nuchot Cemetery. 

How ls it that the price of a tiny 
plot of ground, enough only to put 
a man to rest, can cost so much? 

The only justification for such a 
price would be the cost of the ge- 
neral landscaping of the cemetery 
but this is far from apparent and 
should be proved, In comparison, I 
found out by chance that a plot on 
the Afount of Olives costs IL3,000 
but up there, there is practically no 
landscaping, in fact the goats wand- 
er around freely grazing. 

What is the reason for such high 
prices? if they are not justified in 
some way by cost, the public is 
peing taken advantage of. I may 
add here that our friend 15 also 
required to pay amonthiy 
fee. It is one of the sad and ne- 
eessary duties of a soclety to pro- 
vide burlal grounds for its dead. 
IT hope no one igs making undue 
profit from it.

The Duke and. Nazism 


To the Editor of The Jerusslem Post 

Sir, — Shortly before my return 
to America from Israel, I read the 
article by John Grigg in your issue 
of May 28, entitled “King Who Gave 
Up Throne for Love.” This article 
purports to be a general review of 
the life and character of the Duke 
of Windsor, formerly King Edward 
Vit of England. However, the ar- 
ticle, inexplicably, omits any re- 
ference to a fector which would 
have been of greatest interest to 
your readers and, indeed, to the 
world Jewish community. I refer to 
the Duke's obvious toleration of, if 
not sympathy with, Naziam. 

That there was such toleration is 
mot to be doubted. It was demon- 
strated frequently throughout his 
career. For example: 

Eis approval, during his 

reign as King, of the Clivedea 

Set, which fayoured appeasement 

of the Nazis. 


His visit to Berlin just before his 
proposed trip to America and 
permitting himself to be photo- 
graphed in front of housing al- 
legedly built by the Nazis for 
German workers. This photograph 
was used as a by the 
Nazis all over the world. 

Hig announcement that his guide 
on his trip to America would be 
the notorious Bedaux. This was 
the cheracter, born a Frenchman, 


naturalized an American, who 
later became a Nazi. The an- 
nouncement that he would accom- 
peny the Duke raised such a 
. furore that the entire trip was 
cancelied. ‘Subsequently Bedaux 
wag caught by Americen troops 
in North Africa and committed 
suicide just before going on trial 
for treason, 

His use of the yacht of Wenner- 
Gren to go to Jamaica to take 


up ‘bis duties as Governor General: 

Wenner-Grea, a Swedish magnate 

who was distantly related to 

Goering, was later placed on the 
. Allied. blacklist for trading with 

the enemy, 

Many more such instances could 
be given. 

‘Wes this affinity for Nazis and 
their sympathizers ‘due to some 
inner quirk in the Duke's make-up 
or was he influenced by someone 
in his entourage perhaps the 
Duchess? That is the question in 
which your readers would have been 
most interested and Sed quite el 
Sppoint that ques' was ΤΟ 
pai pe, 5 ἢ upon in the article. 
This omission is, to me, further 
evidence of a distresaing fact: we 
are increasingly forgetful of the ex- 
tent to which Hitler’s near success 
walg due ito the support he received 
from many leaders in the western

Two hundred youngsters parti- 
cipating in apprentice courses 
set out yesterday to persuade the 
country’s 20,000 youth who neither 
Study nor work to join the Labour 
Ministry apprenticeship programme, 
but they also voiced some harsh 
complaints about their apprentice- 
ships, 

‘Meeting with the press in Jeru- 
salem, the group complained that they 
are overworked, underpaid and that 
their employers calmly ‘break the 
laws on apprenticeship, while the 
Labour Ministry does very little to 
improve their situation. 

Mr. Zohar Ginder, who is in 
charge of the national appren- 
ticeship programme, said the idea of 
apprentices persuading unemployed 
friends to learn a trade had been 
instituted in various parts of the 
country two months ago. Success 
thus far has been Limited, the 
youths say, mainly because employ- 
ers are unwilling to give trainees 
one day off a week to attend courses 
at trade schools. Currentiy youths 
between the ages 15 to 18, who have 
had to leave school, either for finan- 
cial reasons, or because of low marks, 
are protected by the apprentice law. 
It stipulates that they work five 
eight-hour days per week and spend 
one day per week at schools to sup- 
plement their practical knowledge.

WRITER SHOFMAN 
BURIED IN HAIFA 


HAIPA, -—~ Gershon Shofman, doyen 
of Israel authors and a Freeman of 
Haifa, who died on Monday at the 
age of 92, was buried at the Hof 
Hacarmel cemetery yesterday. 

President Zalman Shazar and 
many of Israel's noted writers 
were at the funeral, 


The law only applies to those trades 
defined as apprentice trades, such 
as hairdressing, mechanics and elec- 
trical work.

If 
they refused to comply with their 
employers’ demands, they said, they 
were arbitrarily fired. 

One youth from Jerusalem, em- 
ployed at the Pereg factory in the 
Capital, complained that he worked 
from 7,00 am. to 7.00 p.m. each 
day — “so when am I supposed to 
ado my homework or even enjoy 
myself?" he wanted to know.

RISE IN NUMBER 
OF UNSOLD FLATS 


Despite the oft-reported housing 
shortage, the number of unsold pri- 
vately bullt housing units at the 
beginning of April stood at 8,130, 
πα as compared to 5,800 a year ago. 

The figures are based on a survey 
just released by the Housing Min- 
istry, which covered 33 locations, 
including the country's 12 largest 
cittes. In these cities, the number 
of unsold units did not grow as 
rapidly as in the rest of the 21 
localities surveyed. 

Despite the rise in the actual 
number of apartments waiting for 
buyers, the ratio of these flats to 
the total number of newly built 
apartments remained steady 
about 14 per cent. The 12 largest 
cities included in the survey are 
Tel Aviv, Jerusalem, Haifa, Holon, 
Bat Yam, Rehovot, Ramat Gan, 
Rishon Lezion, Petah Tikva, Ne- 
tanya, Givatayim and Bnei Brak.

TEL AVIV. — Prof. Alberto M. 
Wachs of the Technion proposed 
yesterday that graduates of schools 
of engineering and technology be 
requized to take an oath that would 
clearly establish thelr responsibility 
and obligations with respect to the 
environment. - Prof. Wachs was 
epeaking at the International Con- 
ference on Engineering and Scienti- 
fie Solutions to Pollution at the 
Sheraton Hotel.

Expert warns of ecological disaster: 


Gulf of Eilat waters 


endangered

A Hebrew University odeano- 
grapher warned yesterday that the 
Gulf of Bilat was seriously threa- 
tened with ecological disaster by 
oil pollution from supertankers. 

Prof. Dov Por, director of the 
university’s Marine Biology Lahor- 
atory at Eilat, told a press con- 
ference in Jerusalem that only luck 
had thus far averted a major 
calamity. He noted that Eilat had 
‘become a major of] port with 25 
million toms being pumped into the 
EBilat-Ashkelon pipeline from giant 
tankers. By comparison, the second 
largest oll] port in Hurope — Mil- 
ford Haven in Wales — pumped 41 
million tons in 1970. Some tankers 
now entering the gulf are larger 
than the supertanker Torrey Canyon 
which polluted extensive stretches 
of the English and French coasts 
several years ago.

Prof. Por asserted that the au- 
thorities have made no preparations 
for coping with an oil disaster of 
even moderate proportions. Such a 
disaster could come about, he said, 
by collision, by a tanker running 
aground on a reef or by enemy ac- 
tion, 

He called for the creation of a 
public body to develop contingency 
plans and provide eq t and 
trained personnel to deal with the 
problem ag it arises. 

Oil pollution, he said, could des- 
troy the incomparable marine life 
of the gulf and ruin tourism in 
Eilat and along the entire Sinai 
coast bordering it. He noted that 40 
per cent of the Eliat population 
lived off tourism, and that 1,500 
hotel rooms were being bullt to 
augment ‘the existing 800 rooms. 
Serious oil spills wouki destroy 
coral and fish and make the waters 
unusable for swimming. 

Prof. Por said that the gulf is 
already plagued by small oll spills 
of up to four or five tons from 
tankers. Eighty pdr cent of these, 
he sald, were due to human negli- 


genee and a lack of proper super- ἡ 


vision by competent authorities. 
These spills have already darkened 
stretches of the shoreline and, be- 
cause of prevailing currents, reach 
as far as 30 kilometres down the 
Sinai shore. 

Be suggested that a tax of one 
and a half centa be added to the 
$1.75 in royalties presently paid for 
each ton of oll pumped into the 
pipeline. The $300,000 thus earned 
annually, he said, could pay for 
Small boats, booms and other equip- 
ment as well ag a permanent crew 
of supervisors on duty round the 
qliock to prevent accidental spills 
from tankers at anchor.
